MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 7.—At an 
executive meeting of the Ballinger-Pin- 
chot Committee today, Senator Duncan 
W. Fletcher (Dem.) of Florida, intro- 
duced a resolution holding that the Sec- 
retary of the Interior was an unfaithful 
public officer and should be removed. 
Representative Madison, the Republican 
insurgent from Kansas, offered a sub- 
stitute resolution holding that the 
charges which have been made by Gif- 
ford Pinchot and Lewis Glavis, a former 
chief of field division of the General 
Land Office, were sustained. | 

Representative James (Dem.) of Ken- 
tucky offered an #nendment to Rep- 
resentative Madison's substitute provid- 
ing for the removal of Mr. Ballinger 
from office, and Mr. Madison accepted 
the amendment. 

The vote came upon the substitute by 
Mr. Madison as amended by the motion 
of Mr. Jam¢@s, and the roll was called. 
Those voting for the substitute were: 
Fletcher, W. E. Purcell of North Da- 
kota (Dem.), James M. Graham of IIli- 
nois (Dem.), Madison (Rep.) and James. 
When this vote was being taken Senator 
George Sutherland of Utah (Rep.) and 
Representative Samuel W. McCall of 
Massachusetts (Rep.) left the committee 
room, insisting that the full committee 
should be present. 

The Democratic members said they 
had been months considering the evi- 
dence, that a quorum wi%s present and 
had a right to transact business. 

No Quorem Ruled. 

Senator Nelson, the chairman of the 
committee, took the vote, voting present 
himself and then made the ruling that 
no quorum was present. 

The committee then took a recess un- 
ti] Friday, at 10 o’clock, at which time 
reports in keeping with the resolution 
of Senator Fletcher and the ‘amend- 
ment thereto offered by Representative 
Madison will be submitted. 

Early today Democratic members of 
the committee were insistent that some 
action be. taken authorizing publication 
of the findings of the committee as 


“soon as they can be formulated. 


Whether the matter would be disposed 
of today was not certain, although the 
Democrats were all dgreed upon the 
plan of forcing, as soon as practicable, 
announcement of the decision of the 
majority and the minority respecting 
the controversy. 

Representatives Graham of [linois and 
James of Kentucky were looked upon 
to argue for their plan should the 
matter be taken up today. 


Democrats Want Action. 
Prior to the session, one of the Dem- 


ocratic representatives said: 

“We are disposed to be reasonable, 
but what we want is some action on the 
report. There is no good reason for 
holding back the findings.” 

Senator Nelson would not express any 
opinion on this phase of the matter, sim- 
ply saying it was for the committee to 
decide.

DIVORCED WOMAN 
KILLS SUCCESSOR: 
HUSBAND CRAZED 


First Wife Shoots Second 
When Latter Demands 
Children Be Given Up. 


TOWN IS TERRORIZED 


Youth Shoots Brother and 
Runs Wild in Streets After 
_the Tragedy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CAMPBELL, Mo., Sept. 7.-~The di- 


vorced wife of Clarence Stanley, son of 
a wealthy farmer, killed his second wife 
here last night, because she demanded 
possession of the children by the first 
marriage. Crazed by the tragedy, Stan- 
ley armed himself, wounded his brother 
twice, fought a pistol duel with his 
uncle when they tried to restrain him 
and terrorized the town all night. 

He surrendered himself to the au- 
thorities this morning and was lodged 
in jail at Caruthersville. 

Stanley and his second wife, convicted 
of habitual disturbance of the peace 


and sentenced to jail, were paroled a 
few days ago on their promise to leave 
town. Last night, preparatory to leav- 
ing, the second wife went to the home 
of the first wife and, declaring the fur- 
niture and clothing in the house be- 
longed to herself, began pening them 
up. 


Sets Fire to House. 
She then demanded Stanley’s two 


small children, who had been awarded 
to the mother when she obtained a di- 
voree. The first wife got two revolvers 
and emptied them.at her rival, con- 
tinuing to fire after she had fallen 
dead. : 

Stanley arrived a few minutes later. 
He bore his wife’s body outside and 
then set fire to the house, which was 
burned down. His former wife had es- 
caped with the children. 

Then, for several hours, he ranged 
the streets, firing on citizens and stores 
and driving indoors all he met. 

His brother attempted to disarm him 
and was wounded twice. An _ uncle, 
Pleasant Riddle, who tried to pacify 
him, was his target for three shots, but 
was not hit. Stanley is 23 years old.

ENDS rilS LIFE IN 
TEAR OF LOSING 
ARMORY POSITION 


Battery A Custodian Imag- 
ined His Work Did Not 
Please; Shoots Himself. 





Unfounded fear that he would lose 
his position is given as the cause of 
the suicide of Felix Wilkinson, cus- 
todlan of the armory of Battery A, at 
Grand avenue and Hickory street, 
who was found dead Wednesday 
morning in a room on the third floor 
of the armory with a bullet in his 
head. 

He had been custodian of the build- 
ing for 13 years, but lately he had 
the notion that his work was not sat- 
isfactory. His concern was increased 
by the fact that he was the support 
of his mother and 4a sister. : 

He was last seen alive at 6 o’clock 
Tuesday evening by M. J. Kealty, one 


of his assistants. He complained of 


not feeling well and said he was go- 


ing to bed. At 7 o’clck Wednesday 
morning Kealty found him dead in a 
room on the third floor of the Ar- 
mory with a revolver lying by his 
side. 


Went on Hike With Battery. 


Kealty notified the Laclede avenue 
police station. Arrangements were 
made for the removal of the body to 
the home of Wilkinson's mother, 
Mrs. Rita Wilkinson, 4811 Hammett 
place. 

Dr. Louis T. Pim, a relative, who 
went to the armory, saiq that Wilk- 
inson had been worrying for two 
months over the imagined insecurity 
of his employment. Lieut. Sanguin- 
ette of the battery was aware of 
Wilkinson's brooding ang in the hope 
of diverting his mind had him ac- 
company the battery on a “hike” re- 
cently. 


Related to Pioneer Families. 


Wilkinson was related through his 
mother to the Picaut, Papin and Pim 
families and descended from one of 
the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. His father was Thomas 
Wilkinson, now dead. The Wilkin- 
sons were prominent in Missouri his- 
tory at the time the State was ad- 
mitted to the union. 

Wilkinson made his home with his 
mother and sister, Miss Harriet Wilk- 
ingon. Another sister is the wife of 
Forsyth Tesson of Sunnybrook Farm, 
St. Louls County. He also has a mar- 
ried sister in Waterloo, Io. He was 
38 years old and unmarried.

Arrested in his garage after a chase 
in which policemen fired three shots, 
Louis T. Nolker, wealthy electrical sup-

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FISHERIES DISPUTE 


GENTURY OLD, WON 
BY UNITED STATES 


Five of Seven Points in New- 
foundland Case Conceded 
to America. 


THE HAGUB, Sept. 7.—The century 
old fisheries dispute, the source of 
constant diplomatic friction between 
the United States, Great Britain, 
Canada and New Foundland, was 
finally closed today with the award 
of the International Court of Arbi- 
tration largely in favor of the United 
States. 

Neither: country wins ai clear-cut 
award, but the Americans contend they 
won a substantial victory. 

The American Government ts sus- 
tained on points 2, 3, 4, 6, and 7, out 
of the total of seven points in which 
the issue was framed. Great Britain 
wins on question 1 and 5. 

While the United States triumphs 
on five of the seven points, point 
five has been held by Englishmen as 
the most important of those submit- 
ted. It was stated in the form of 
this question: 

“From where must be measured the 
three marine miles of any of the 
coasts, bays, creeks or harbors re- 
ferred to in article 1 of the American- 
British treaty of 18187" 

Tnited State fishermen asserted the 
right to take the measure from any 
part of the British North American 
shore and therefore the liberty to 
fish in the middle of any Canadiau 
bay having a radius of more than 
three miles, 

The British contention was that the 
limit should be measured from an im- 
aginary line connecting the head- 
lands. The peace court sustained the 
British contention,

“"The train is being held up,’ she 
cried to him, and ran on into the next 
car. Brady came back into our car, 
and arrived in time to be included in 
the hold-up. 

“I don’t know what happened dur- 
ing the 15 minutes I was locked up, 
except what I was told and from the 
screaming I heard. 

“The passengers tell me that Mrs, 
James C. Shafer of St. Louis thrust 
her hands, covered with rings, from 
her berth, and begged the bandit not 
to injure her or her baby. She was 
the only one who had gone to bed. 
Tho thief replied: 

“*T don’t want any rings. 
you got any money?’ 

“Then she gave him her purse. 
Glenn R. Bell, the only man passeng- 
er on the car, was robbed of $26. 
His wife was with him. 

“Mrs. Shafer said that the robber’s 
hand touched hers, and that it was 
as cold ice. 

‘The bandit was polite to the wom- 
en, and assured them that he did not 
wish to hurt them. He made Dud- 
ley Hoffman, the electrician of the 
crew, pass around a hat and collect 
the money. He got about $35 in all. 

“Then he backed out, at North 
Market gtreet, covering the passen- 
gers with his revolver, and disap- 
peared from the rear platform.

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ROOSEVELT AND 
‘SOCIALIST MAYOR 
ENGAGE IN TILT 


Seidel Declares Ex-President 
Cannot Serve Cause of: Po- 
litical Decency. 


REFERS TO ARTICLE 


“Read What I Wrote, Not 
What He Says About It,” 
Outlook Editor’ Replies. 


By Associated Press. 
MILWAUKED, Wis., Sept. 7.—Shortly 


after Col. Roosevelt arrived here today 
and before he sat down to breakfast at 
the Preister Hotel, he found himself in- 


volved in a controversy with Emil 
Seidel, the Socialist Mayor, who had de- 
clined to act on the Reception Committee 
which welcomed the Colonel to Miuil- 
waukee. 

In a contribution to the “Big Stick,” 
a newspaper published by the Milwau- 
kee Press Club for this occasion, Mayor 
Seidel stated that “if Mr. Roosevelt 
comes to Milwaukee holding the same 
ideas he expressed in his magazine 
article uf March 20, 1909, it is clear that 
he cannot serve the cause of honesty 
and decency in American political life.’’ 

“It is possible that I have mis- 
understood the article,” stated Mayor 
Seidel, “but inasmuch as I am a So- 
clalist and he has designated Social- 
ism as a thing which is against mor- 
als and religion, ‘abhorrent,’ ‘revolt- 
ing’—which would ‘replace the fam- 
ily and home life by a glorious state 
ofa free lunch-counter and a State 
foundling asylum’—I am sure that he 
will be pleased that I am not person- 
ally connected with his reception in 
the city.” 

Says Tour Is Political. 

Charging the Colonel “with @ cun- 
ning and deliberate purpose to cre- 
ate a false itnpression,” he declared 
that the visitor “could lay no claim to 
the right of preaching either moral- 
ity, religion or civic righteousness.” 

“In the speaking tour of Mr. Roose- 
velt through the West,”’ said Mayor 
Seidel, “I fail to see anything of im- 
portance beyond political plans and de- 
signs. As such, of course, it is of no 
special service to the present cily ad- 
ministration. Thé problems that how 
confront our city are much the same as 
those the nation faces.”’ 

On being shown this statement Col. 
Roosevelt promptly said: ‘On this trip 
I have made no _ partisan political 
speeches and of course shall not break 
through the rule now by discussing 
either state party matters or municipal 
party matters. At present, of course, 
tue dominant municipal party in Mil- 
waukee is the Soctalist party. 

Roosevelt Refers to His Views. 

“Tf anyone wishes to know my 
views on what is usually called §So- 
cialism, they will find them set out 
in such fasihon that it is impossible 
to misinterpret them or misunder- 
stand them, in the magazine articles 
to which the Mayor in his letter re- 
fers, and I advise them to read the 
articles themselves and not what the 
Mayor says of them.” 

The Press Club’s special cialeliten 
tion, “The Big Stick,” especially dis- 
avowed complicity in the Mayor’s ut- 
terances, saying that “Mr. Roosevelt 
will understand that Milwaukee’s wel- 
come igs none the less whole-hearted 
—hardly the less unanimous—because 
the Mayor has seen fit to voice a So- 
cilalistic dislike for the former head 
of the nation.” 

In spite of the failure of the Mayor 
to join in welcoming Col, Roosevelt, 
the Press Club had prepared a most 
strenuous program, including half a 
dozen speeches between breakfast and 
lunch’ _ time. Realizing that this 
program was impossible of execution, 
they cut it down so that the morning 
hours will include only visits to the 
boys’ and girls’ trade schools, the 
Colonel making it plain before he 
started to inspect that his visit would 


be purely one of education for him-' 


self and not to teach the people con- 
ducting the schools anything about 
their work. 

“Tt has been stated to me since my 
arrival here,” said Col. Roosevelt, 
‘that in spite of Senator La Follette’g 
having carried the primaries in fair 
and open contest, an effort will be 
made to beat him in the Legislature. 
I do not for one moment believe this 
because any such conduct would be 
from every point of view an outrage 
that would be a deliberate violation 
of good faith. 

‘When in Oregon the Democratic can- 
didate for senator, Gov. Chamberlain, 
carried the primaries and it was pro- 
posed that the Republican Legislature 
should turn him down, I very strongiv 
took the position that such an act 
would be one of bad faith by the Leg- 
islature toward the people, and I take 
the same position in regard to Senator 
La Follette.’’

TO KILL HS SPY 


Husband Tells Coroner Mrs. 
Mary Bruening Instigated 
Slaying of Bruegger. 


SEPARATED FROM HER 


He Had Sent Man Who Met 
Death to See How She 
Lived, 


That Mrs. Mary Bruening offered Hen- 
ry Fieckinger $ to kill Henry Brueg- 
ger when she found Bruegger was act- 
ing as a spy for her husband, was the 
testimony given Wednesday by the hus- 
band at the inquest into Bruegger's 
death. Mrs. Bruening had left her hus- 
band and was living with Fleckinger. 

Fieckinger killed Bruegger, a fellow 
workman in the Thomas EB. Powe lum- 
ber yard at Hall and Branch streets, 
just before the two were to go to work 
Tuesday. He escaped, and is at large. 

Bruening lives at 2112 Blair avenue. 
He and his wife have been separated 
two years, but are not divorced. He 
speaks English brokenly, and there was 
some difficulty at first, on the part of 
Deputy Coroner Fath, in understanding 
his extraordinary statement. 


Bruegger Volunteered. 

Bruening said he and Bruegger 
were close friends, ang that he told 
Bruegger he believed Mrs. Bruening 
wag living with Fieckinger. Brueg- . 
ger volunteered out of friendship to 
find out whether this was true, Bruen- 
ing testified, and several times fol- 
lowed Fieckinger to 1954A Sullivan 
avenue, where he was living with 
Mrs. Bruening, 

“My wife offered Gleckinger % to 
kill that man for spying on her,” 
Bruening testified; He was asked to 
repeat the statement, and did so, but 
was not asked how this information 
came to his ears. Sergt. Woodling of 
the North Market Street Police Sta- 
tion took the witness aside after he 
left the stand and questioned him at. 
length, then went away with him in 
search of an interpreter. 

Fellow workmen heard Fieckinger ask 
Bruegger, just before he shot him, why 
he had been following him (Fileckinger), 
and heard Bruegger reply, ‘‘That’s none 
of your business.” 

Fieckinger ran out of the lumber yard 
after the killing, and soon thereafter 
appeared at the Sullivan avenue address 
and inquired for Mrs, Bruening, known 
there as Mra. Fleckinger. She was not, 
at home, but he would not believe this 
untti] he had searched the house for ee. 
Thon he disappeared, - 

Mrs. Bruening returned .to the nouns 
afterward, and said Bruegger had 
“talked about” her, and that this was 
the cause of Fleckinger’s anger at him. 

Mrs. Bruening is 61 years old and has 
a grown daughter. 

Other witnesses at the inquest were 
fellow-workmen who heard the con- 
versation between Fileckinger and 
Bruegger just before the shooting, and 
saw Fieckinger flee. The verdict was 
homicide. 

Bruegger was 43 years old, and lived 
at 810 WrigAt street. A widow and sev- 
en children survive him.

Writer in St. Louis Meédical 
Journal Exposes Self- 
Boosting Methods. 





Cunning methods of self-exploitation 
and press agency, used by ostensibly 
“ethical’’ physicians, are exposed in an 
articla published in the latest issue of 
the Journal of the Missouri State Medi- 
cal Association, published in St. Louis 
a few days ago. The article, written 
by Dr. Bert B. Parrish of Kirksville, 
has aroused much interest among S8t. 
Louis members of the medical profes- 
sion. « 

That things have not changed greatly 
since the days of Dickens’ resourceful 
doctor, who used to manage to have 
himself called out of church, with much 
hullabaloo, every Sunday morning, ap- 
pears from Dr. Parrish’s indictment of 
some of his fellow practitioners. He is 
referring not to those who openly defy 
the ‘“‘ethical’’ code, but to physicians in 
good standing, when he writes: 


First Joins a Church. 
Usually his first step is to join a 


church whose congregation is minus 
@ doctor, or the church having the 
largest congregation may be the one 
he casts his lot with. Having joined 
the church, he will begin identifying 
his name in the papers with some 
wonderful operation he has per- 
formed or with some prominent man 
who has a severe case of la grippe. 
He writes out the article and im- 
mediately the paper publishes the 
account of a wonderful and most 
successfu] operation that Dr. X. has 
performed upon Mr, Y. Why, gen- 
tlemen, in some of the articles I have 
read you would be compelled to re- 
sort to a microscopic examination to 
detect the name of the person oper- 
ated upon; it is all concerning the 
surgeon, and is usually one of the 
most simple operations in all sur- 
gery; but the laity does not suspect 
the truth; they consider it wonderful, 
and go along in their ignorant way 
happy and contented. 


Some Employ “Ca ” 
Another cunning method !s hav- 


ing what is commonly called “a 
capper,” his business being to call 
upon the sick who are under other 
physicians’ care. This office is 
usually filled by the old woman 
or old man who has falled in 
everything they had attempted 
and usually draw a small salary 
for the work.

The 
“hospital” is usually named after 
the doctor, and is greatly lauded

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 7.—Attorney- 
General George F. Wickersham, who 
returned from’ a tour of Alaska last 
night in company with Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor Charles Nagel, 
declares himself strongly in favor of 
Alaska’s development.

have been placed in nine old build-j 
schoo! |’ 


ings. Two new fireproof 
buildings have been completed, and 
construction work has been started 
or planned on five new schools to 
take the place of six old ones. Two 
old buildings have been abandoned 
for school purposes. 

The old buildings equipped with 
inside inclosed stairways are: Carr, 
Columbia, Harrison, Hodgen, Pesta- 
Pope, Charles, Summer High 
and Dumas. The new schools equip- 
ped with the fireproof stairways are 
the Humboldt, and Lyon, both tak- 
ing the’ place of old buildings. 

New Buildings Under Way. 

The new Ashland School is now under 
construction. Work will be started on 
the new Bryan Hill Schoo! within a few 
days. The new Madison School, to be 
finished within a year, will supplant the 
ol4 Madison and Laclede Schools. The 
ol4 Meramec School was demolished, 
and the new building will be completed 
by Dec. 1 

The Attucks School, Eighth and Barry 
streets, and the Dessalines, 1745 North 
Twelfth street, both for negroes, have 
been abandoned. 

During the vacation period the Char- 
less School, declared by experts to be 


' one of the worst fire traps in the city, 


and the Pope School, were entirely re- 
constructed. 

The stairways in the old buildings 
have been thoroughly fireproofed. The 
steps are made of concrete gr slate, and 
the stringers and hand rails are of iron. 

Doors Open Outward. 

Sections of the hall leading to the 
stairways on each floor have been in- 
closed with fron walls or wire glass. 
The doors open outward from the halls, 
and the pupils, once inside of the stair- 
Ways, pass to the first floor, without 


_ being exposed on any other floor. Near 


the bottom of each stairway there is a 
door leading directly into the yard. 

H. C. Toensfeldt, Acting Commission- 
er of School Bulldings, says the inclosed 
gairways are not only absolutely fire- 
proof, but are safe for use at all times. 

All of the other old schools not to be 
replaced with new ones, it is announced, 
will be equipped with the inside in- 


closed stairways as soon as the Board 


of Education can obtain money to pay 
for the work. 

Many of the buildings which have 
been remodeled or equipped with the 
fireproof inclosed stairways were con-

Crown Announces it Will Not 
Try to Convict Her 
of Murder.

LONDON, Sept. 7.—Restored to the

The girl for whose sake Crippen, it 
is alleged, poisoned and mutilated his 
wife, was relieved of the charge of 
murder at the hearing in the Bow 
Street Police Court yesterday. Travis 
Humphreys, the Prosecutor, announced 
that the charge against her would be 
reduced to that of being accessory after 
the fact. Those best informed in the 
case consider this the first step toward 
producing Miss Leneve as a witness 
for the Crown. 

The hearing was marked by sensa- 
tional disclosures and dramatic scenes. 
Crippen appeared unaffected as the 
facts were arrayed, but Miss Leneve 
shuddered when Mr. Humphreys said: 

“Mr. Wilcox, the Government analyst, 
will testify that he found in the muti- 
lated body of the woman buried in the 
house in Hilldrop crescent more than 
half a grain of hyoscin, a deadly nar- 
cotic poison. And I will prove that 10 
days before Belle Himore’s disappear- 
ance Crippen bought at a chemist’s five 
grains of hypo bromide of hyoscin, the 
form in which the poison is adminis- 
tered medicinally in extremely minute 
doses.”’ 

Girl Weeps at Testimony. 

The girl broke into a fit of silent 
weeping when Mrs. Paul Martinetti, an 
actress, told of seeing her decked with 
Belle Elmore’s jewels at a music hall 
dance on Feb. 7. Mrs. Crippen vanished 
on the night of Feb. 1. 

Miss Leneve never even glanced at 
Crippen when Mr. Humphreys an- 
nounced the withdrawal of the murder 
charge against her. Then Crippen, still 
deeply enamored of her, faced around 
to her and nodded approvingly.

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COURT TO TAKE CHILDREN 


SHOW STAGES 
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Juvenile Bench to Deal With All Performers 
Under Age Limit as Neglected— Blow 
Aimed at St. Louis Producer.

Chief Probation Officer Baldwin of the 
Juvenile Court told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday that he did not pro- 
pose to permit BD. W. Capps te continue 
with his “amateur trust,’’ through 
which he supplies juvenile performers 
for moving picture shows on “amateur 
nights.”’ 

This statement was made after Bald- 
win had read Capps’ letter to the Post- 
Dispatch Tuesday, in which he defend- 
ed his ‘“‘trust,”” and declared that any 
effort on the part of the authorities to 
interfere with it would work hardship 
on many poor persons. 

‘If Factory Inspector Williamson 
fails in his prosecution of Louis Wag- 
ner, proprietor of a picture show, for 
employing a child 8 years old, I shall 
petition the Juvenile Court to take 
charge of the little girl,” said Bald- 
win to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“That is the means I propose to 
adopt also in the case of any other 
child who is allowed, whether for 
pay or otherwise, to perform in a 
theater or nickelodeon. Clearly such 
a boy or girl would be a ‘neglected 
child’ and a proper object of the 
court's solicitude. 

Influence Called Bad. 

“The influence that surrounds a 
child employed to appear in public 
and seek applause is not good. The 
habit of mind thus foisted is extreme- 
ly detrimental. The boy or girl who 
is thrust face to face with such ex- 
periences soon becomes sophisticated. 
There is no compensation, either in 
money or so-called self-reliance, for 
the harm that is done a child by this 
premature struggle for money or 
notoriety. 

“Capps is deceiving himself when 
he says that no one has a right to 
interfere with his training of hie 
children. For more than 100 years 
the courts of England and the United 
States have recognized and confirmed 
the right of society, represented by 
the state, to save children as well 
from the evil associations, sugges- 
tions and examples of their parents 
‘as from any other peer influ- 





“The Social Service ei oieens of 
'New York has been agitated by this 
same subject of juvenile perform- 
ers. It was shown that few great 
actors began their careers in infancy 
or childhood. It was agreed, more- 
over, that even if such were the case, 
the .success of the few would be a 
small offset to the ruin of the many. 

‘There is no likelihood of a child's ac- 
auiring wholesome education or environ- 
ments as a performer in a picture show. 
‘For a parent to permit the appearance 
of a young child in such establishments 
would be evidence of neglect. 


Means Moral Negiect. 

‘Negiect in this legal sense means 
much more than deprivation of food or 
education or proper clothing. Indiffer- 
ence to the child’s moral welfare is the 
worst form of neglect. 

“IT give my assurance that I shall pe- 
tition the Court to take custody of ev- 
ery ohild who is suffered by its par- 
ents to perform in a picture show.” 

Capps has organized all but a few of 
the amateurs in St. Louis into what 
he calls a union. He asserts that he 
controls about eighty performers and 
that his fees are deducted by the man- 
agers of the moving picture shows from 
the compensation given to fhe young 
contestants. 

Ne child under 4 years olf has ever 





been booked by him, Capps declares. 
But in the presence of a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Saturday night Capps took the 
names and addresses of two girls, 10 
and 12 years of age, respectively, and 
promised to put them on his circuit. 
An acrobat of the name of Miller, 
who was in charge of Capps’ office, 1416 
North Twenty-second street, during his 
absence, named five moving picture 
shows in North St. Louis in which he 
declared children under age, supplied 
by the “‘trust,’’ contested last week.

Policemen Miller and Campbell of 
Chief Young’s personal staff con-

Power. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7, 3 p. m.—The 
market closed strong. Union Pacific 
gained 2 points from the opening and 
closed at the top. Reading reached 
1885 and reacted to 138%. Steel common 
was firm, closing at 68. 

The trading was confined to the more 

prominent issues. International Har- 
vester was not affected by the adverse 
findings of the Missouri Supreme Court 
referee. 
Following a sharp decline at the 
opening, the market recovered brisk- 
ly during the forenoon. Union Pa- 
elfic, which started a point lower, at 
162%, adVanced to 163%, and Reading 
rallied from 1365 to 138%. 

Steel also regained its earlier loss 
and other leading issues advanced 
substantially. The overnight political 
news was slightly disturbing and this 
caused a pronounced selling move- 
ment at the start. In the afternoon 
the market was quiet but steady. 

The overwhelming defeat of Sena- 
tor Burrows in the Michigan prima- 
ries took Wall street by surprise. 
Burrows was regarded as the stanch 
ally of Senator Aldrich, father of the 
larger legislative interests in Wash- 
ington and the one man upon whom 
the street has relied to oppose the in- 
surgents’ radical policies. 

Particular significance was at- 
tached to the Burrows Waterloo from 
the fact that Aldrich had been pub- 
licly praised by the Michigan senator 
as “my friend, the senator from 
Rhode” Island.” 

That the Republicans would carry 
Maine by a greatly reduced majority 
was generally conceded by the more 
important financial interests anq the 
results there were believed to have 
been discounted by the sharp decline 
Tuesday. 

For the first time since former 
President Roosevelt took the stump 
on behalf of the “progressives,” 
traders were able to gauge the effect 
of his utterances.

There was nothing of importance in 
the day’s news on which to base ex- 
pectations of a general buying de- 
mand and the statistical position con- 
tinueg bearish. Export markets are 
being -watched closely for some indi- 
cation of increased foreign accumu- 
lation, but even at the decline no 
improvement in the inquiry was man- 
ifested, 

Foreign markets were depressed 
with Liverpool prices influenced by 
American advices, Prices there stead- 
ied in the late market on lighter 
speculative offers and steadiness of 
parcels. Corn was easier on gener- 
al crop news, 

Some selling of‘corn accompanied 

the early drive at wheat, but prices 
rallied when the speculation fell into 
dullness. 
_ The trade is inclined to await the 
Government crop estimate on corn 
and spring wheat which will be is- 
sued Thursday. Indications are that 
spring wheat will show considerable 
improvement over the Aug. 1 estimate 
of 61.6, forecasting a yield of about 
210,000,000 bu, against 290,000,000 bu 
last year. Threshing returns coming 
to hand suggest that the improved 
weather conditions following the Au- 
gust report have vastly increased the 
harvest and estimates now 
from 220,000,000 to 240,000,000 bu. The 
estimate on corn will no doubt indi- 
cate a 3,000,000,000 bu crop.

Harry B. Gardner told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday that he expected 
an indictment for manslaughter to be 
returned against his son, Leo, on ac- 
count of the death April 1, last, of Jesse 
Williams, who was run down at Fif- 
teenth and Olive streets by the Gardner 


automobile whilé Leo was driving it. 
“They are going to indict the boy, 
anyhow,” said Gardner, ‘‘and I am go- 
ing to tell the whole story.”” He then 
related how, after the accident, young 
Gardner and his companions agreed to 
maintain silence unless the police ‘‘got 


j somnething”’’ on them, so as to make con- 


fession tmperative. 

During the five months’ Investigation 
following the accident, many accounts 
have been given of young Gardner's 
whereabouts that night. Two of the 
other men in the party left the city. 
They are: George B. Cornelius of 5048 
Cabanne avenue and Benjamin Schaefer 
of 4100 Olive street. The fourth occu- 
pant of the car was George Bohn, now 
under indictment for perjury in connec- 
tion with the case. 

Herbert Piper, a relative of the 
Gardner family, who also is under a 
perjury indictment, was not a mem- 
ber of the party, Gardner said. 

Investigation by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters led to the line of inquiry fol- 
lewed by the grande jury. Young 
Gardner left the city and his parents 
said he had gone on a fishing trip. 
Mrs. Gardner said the family had 
taken a ride through the West End 
and that her son had Kissed her good- 
night and gone to bed before mid- 
night the night the accident oc- 
She and Gardner advanced 
the theory that the machine, if it 
were the Gardner auto which killed 
Williams, must have been stolen from 
the garage. 

When young Gardner came back to 
the city he went to the Four Courts 
vith his father and Jeptha D. Howe, 
who acted as his attorney. Howe is 
a brother-in-law of Circuit Attorney 
Jones. He would not talk except in 
Howe's presence and the police did 
not question him. 

Subsequently it was said by young 
Gardner that he had been out late 
the night of the accident, but that 
he had not driven east of King’s 
highway. Mrs. “Rube” Waddell and 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Ruppenthal, who 
formed a party which had supper in 
the American Hotel grill room that 
night, identified young Gardner and 
two of his companions as members 
of a party they saw there a short 
while before the accident, which oc- 
curred at 1 a. m. 

Young Schaefer went to Chicago 
and he was not a witness before the 
grand jury until Monday. While he 
was testifying, Gardner told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he had just dis- 
covered new evidence, which exon- 
erated Leo. 

Mr: and Mrs. Gardner, in the pres- 
ence of their son, made the state- 
ment that Leo was in the machine 
and Gardner declared that he was 
willing to admit that fact, if he had 
been taken before the grand jury.
